Council to hear two plans 
for sewer treatment plant 


Two alternative proposals will be 
presented when the Lompoc City 
Council 
holds a public hearing 
tonight on the proposed regional 
wastewater treatm ent plant at the 
beginning of its regular meeting at 
7:30 in City Hall. 
But as far as Gene Wählers, city 
administrator, is concerned there is 
only one way city taxpayers can 
afford to go. 
The 
alternatives 
include 
the 
regional 
concept 
with 
Lompoc, 
Mission 
Hills 
and 
Vandenberg 
Village all taking part in a central 
plant; and a subregional concept 
with each entity building separate 
systems. 
“The regional plan is the only way 
we can get state 
and 
federal 
funding,” 
Wählers 
commented 
w hen 
d is c u s s in g 
th e 
tw o 
alternatives. 
He 
indicated 
both 
alternatives will be presented just 
to 
show 
the 
cost 
differences 
between the two. 
It appears to be imperative that 


the three entities need new or 
updated plants. Present Lompoc and 
Vandenberg 
Village 
plants 
are 
operating below state water quality 
standards and face stiff penalties if 
changes are not made within an 
adequate amount of time. Mission 
Hills 
plant 
is 
not 
adequately 
protected from high flows in the 
Santa Ynez River. 
S tate 
and 
fed eral 
g ra n ts 
amounting to 80 per cent of the more 
than $9 million estimated for the 
regional 
sew erage 
treatm en t 
system, are possible if the regional 
concept is followed. 
Not only would there be no grant 
funds available if individual plants 
were 
constructed, 
but 
it 
is 
estimated three separate programs 
would total more than the $9 million.

Caldwell is expected tonight to 
discuss the project with the council 
and members of the audience. 


Wählers said the state Division of 
Water Quality Control has already 
given preliminary approval to the 
p ro je c t’s

hearing, the final design can begin 
in 
August 
with

construction set for July 1974. The 
plant could be in use by January 
1976.

Nixon to leave hospital Friday

Nixon 
has 
recovered 
sufficiently from his bout with viral 
pneumonia to be released from the 
hospital Friday morning, his doctors 
said today. 
Dr. 
Walter 
Tkach, 
Nixon’s 
personal 
physician, 
said 
the 
President would go directly from 
B ethesda 
Naval 
Hospital 
in 
suburban Maryland to Camp David 
for a long weekend rest at his 
mountain top retreat. 
Tkach told reporters, 
“ If 
I’m 
smiling today it’s for a very good 


reason —the President is convinced 
he now 
looks better and feels 
better.’’ 
Nixon stepped up his schedule 
today, meeting for 40 minutes with 
his 
Watergate lawyers Leonard 
Garment and J. Fred Buzhardt, 
apparently about the new disclosure 
before 
the 
Senate 
W atergate 
Committee that the President had 
recording devices on the telephones 
in all his offices. 
White 
House 
Press Secretary 
Ronald Ziegler told reporters that 
tapes from the recordings from 


Nixon’s conversations fall into the 
presidential documents class which 
Nixon has refused to turn over to the 
Senate committee. 


At noon, the President began a 
final decision-making meeting on 
his Phase IV economic program 
with Treasury Secretan' George P. 
Schultz and others. Ziegler said 
Phase 
IV 
definitely 
will 
be 
announced this week and made it 
clear 
that 
today’s 
consultation 
would be the last with Nixon before 
the plan is unveiled. 


NASA launch fails; first this year 


VANDENBERG AFB (UPI) - 
NASA had its first rocket launch 
failure of the year Monday, losing a 
$23 million rocket and weather 
satellite system. 
The ITOS E, designed to gather 
weather 
information 
for 
many 
countries, sweeping the globe twice 
a day, was launched from the NASA 
Western Test Range atop a 107-foot 
Delta rocket. 
The satellite was valued at $17 
million and the rocket at $5 million 
“ An apparent failure in the second 
stage of the launch vehicle has 


resulted in the loss of ITOS-E,” the 
space agency announced several 
hours later. 
The rocket did not reach the speed 
necessary to insert the satellite in 
Its planned orbit 927 miles above the 
earth. 
It was being launched for the 
National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration, and once in orbit 
would have been designated NOAA- 
3. 
Like Its predecessor, NOAA-2, it 
was 
equipped 
to 
transmit 
to 
monitoring stations on earth images 


of cloud cover, snow, ice, infrared 
readings, 
and 
data 
on 
the 
temperatures of the atmosphere, 
sea and land surfaces, and the solar 
proton count. 
It would have been the first 
weather 
satellite 
capable 
of 
transm itting 
atm ospheric 
data 
directly to stations within the area 
from which the readings came. 
Norway, France and several other 
countries had plans to receive the 
data. 
NASA said it was the first failure 
in six launchings so far this year. 


Payments 
a 'moral 
obligation^ 


WASHINGTON

President Nixon’s former personal 
attorney testified today he realized 
two 
months 
before 
the 
1972 
presidential election that something 
was wrong about secret payments to 
the seven original Watergate defen­ 
dants, but said he never tried to 
warn Nixon about it. 
Herbert W. Kalmbach told the 
Senate Watergate Committee he had 
“complete and implicit trust’’ in 
two of Nixon’s top aides who he said 
had told him to raise the money 
—John W. Dean III and John D. 
Ehrlichman. Kalmbach said he felt 
the payments reflected a “ moral 
obligation’’ felt by someone in the 
White House to help the bugging 
conspirators. 
“I just could not believe (they) 
would ask the President’s personal 
attorney to do an illegal act,’’ said 
Kalmbach, who was dismissed as 
Nixon’s lawyer on May 1. 
As he did in his first day of 
testimony Monday at the nationally 
televised 
W atergate 
hearings, 
Kalmbach said he did not hesitate 
when 
Dean 
summoned 
him 
to 
Washington 
from 
his 
Newport 
Beach, Calif., home just 11 days 
after the June 17, 1972 bugging 
arrests and assigned him to raise 
money to pay the defendants’ legal 
fees and help support their families. 
But Kalmbach said he began to 
have some doubts by late August 
about the propriety of the payments, 
especially.because of the cloak-and- 
dagger manner in which they were 
made, and refused to raise any more 
funds after Sept. 21. By that time he 
had 
collected 
and 
distributed 
$220,000. 
“You made no attem pt to contact 
your client, the President of the 
United States?’’ asked Sen. Lowell 
P. Weicker Jr., R-Conn. 
“ No, sir, I did not,’’ Kalmbach 
replied. 
“Did you make any attempt in 
August or September to get word 
through to the President?’’ Weicker 
asked. 
“ No, 
1 
did 
not, 
senator,” 
Kalmbach said. 
Weicker did not ask Kalmbach 
why he had not. 
Kalmbach testified Monday that 
he had had some qualms within a 
month 
about 
the 
money-raising 
assignment, 
and 
had 
gone 
to 
Ehrlichman 
last 
July 
26 
for 
assurance it was all right. 
He said Ehrlichman, who was 
Nixon’s 
chief 
domestic 
affairs 
adviser until last April 30, looked 
him “ right in the eye” and told him 
it was proper. One of the convicted 
Watergate conspirators, Jam es W. 
McCord, 
has charged 
that 
the 
payments amounted to hush money 
to keep the bugging squad quiet 
about the involvement of higher-ups 
in the plot. 
Kalmbach, who among other legal 
chores for Nixon handled the now 
controversial 1969 purchase of the 
President’s estate in San Clemente, 
Calif., conceded today he never 
should have gotten involved. 


Kalmbach was asked by Sen, 
Daniel 
K. 
Inouye, 
D-Hawaii, 
whether “ in retrospect are you now 
convinced that you were involved in 
a criminal activity?” 


Kalmbach; 
“ In 
retrospect, 
I 
realize that from what Mr. Dean has 
testified that this was improper, an 
illegal act —and it was just as if 1 
was kicked in the stomach.” 


“ In retrospect..,,! feel that it was 
something 1 should not have been 
involved in ... It was absolutely 
improper.”

Beautification Commission vice 
chairman D. C. Schwark said last 
night that these conditions have not 
been fulfilled and that, since the 1970 


issuance of the use ptTniit for the 
warehou se . 
Red 
Star 
has 
demonstrated "very bad faith ” 
“1 don’t see how under any 
circumstances you could say that 
that place is landscaped,” Schwark 
voiced. 
The focus of Schwark’s remarks is 
a parkway fronting Red Star on 
Cypress Avenue. According to the 
commission vice chairman, 
the 
industrial linen supply company has 
continued to discharge a soapy 
laundry effluent into the parkway 
since the use permit and the 
landscaping 
provisions 
were 
enacted over two years ago 
This discharge. Schward said, has 
destroyed the soil's capacity to 
support plant life. Nothing is planted 
or grows there now, he said 
iihw ark indicated that at one 
time Red Star planted a number of 
shrubs in that parkway inside of 
their metal containers but that they 
did not survive.

Senator says will vote 
to subpoena tapes 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - Sen. 
Joseph M. Montoya, D-N.M., said 
today he would vote for subpoena 
action if he and his colleagues on the 
Senate Watergate committee are 
not 
given 
access 
to 
President 
Nixon’s tape recorded conversations 
related to the scandal. 
Montoya made the comments as 
other members of the Senate and 
political 
figures 
continued 
to 
express surprise —and in some 
cases shock —at disclosure that 
recording of Nixon’s talks was 
carried out routinely since early 
1971 without the knowledge of most 
of 
those 
involved 
in 
the 
conversations. 
“ If the President is in the clear in 
this Watergate matter, then we’d 
like to get any evidence to show it,” 
Montoya said in a statement as the 
Watergate 
committee 
resumed 
hearings. 
“ In the event the committee 
requests the tapes and is refused, 
then I’d favor voting to subpoena the 
tapes ... I intend to respect any 
official material strictly pertaining 
to presidential business, but when it 
comes to anything related to the 


Watergate issue, then 1 believe it 
should be brought into the open.” 
The White House confirmed the 
recording arrangements soon after 
the practice was disclosed Monday 
by 
former 
presidential 
aide 
Alexander P. Butterfield. Officials 
gave 
no 
immediate 
indication 
whether the tapes would be turned 
over to the Senate investigators. 


Sen. George S. McGovern, DS.D., 
called the practice “ an invasion of 
privacy” 
while Sen. 
Barry 
M. 
Goldwater, R-Ariz., said there was 
nothing wrong with it. 
F o r m er 
Attorney 
General 
Richard G. Kleindienst, in London, 
voiced astonishment when told of 
the 
taping. 
“ No 
kidding!” 
he 
exclaimed. 
Robert H. Finch, former Nixon 
Cabinet member and counselor, said 
he was “ literally astonished — I’m 
incredulous.” 
AFL-CIO 
President 
George 
Meany let it be known through a 
spokesman that he found the taping 
“almost beyond belief” and that he 
never had “the slightest idea” that 
his talks with the President were 
recorded. 


County to issue permits 
for oil test drilling

County F^etroleum Administrator 
Joseph P. Green announced late 
Monday he expects to issue permits 
“sometime this week” to Mobil Oil 
Co. to drill five test holes for 
potential oil and gas production on 
Santa Rosa Island. 


Green made the announcement 
after the County Environmental 
Quality Adivsory Agency (EQAA) 
approved a negative environmental 
declaration filed by the oil company 
for the test drillings 


Permit conditions will be written 
in, at the rc*quest of Supervisor 
James M. Slater, to bar oil or gas 
production until such time as a full 
environmental impact statement is 
prepared 
by 
the 
company and 
accepted by the county, should the 
oil company make an oil or gas 
strike. 
The drilling program is planned 
near the center of the island, which 
is part of Slater’s Third District 
area. The sites lie outside the 1,000 
yard limit of South Central Coastal 
C o n s e r v a t i o n 
C o m m i s s i o n 
jurisdiction, but the board was told 
by Supervisor F'rank J. Frost the 
commission undoubtedly 
would 
have jurisdiction over any plans by 
the company to get oil off the island 
by pipelines or tankers 
Mobil

officials, 
including 
engineering 
supervisor 
Richard 


Russell, and legal counsel. Pier 
Gherini and his son, John Ghermì, 
told the agency - made up of the 
five county supervisors 
that 
every effort would be made to avoid 
scarring

County to seek operator for Lompoc Airport 


County supervisors gave authorization Monday for 
county 
public 
works officials to conduct an 
advertising campaign for two weeks to receive 
proposals for selection of a new fixed-base operator at 
Lompoc County Airport. 


The county has taken over operations of the airport 
after Lompoc* Flight Service, as fixed base operator, 
was declared to have defaulted on its county contract. 
Public Works Director Norman Caldwell is airport 
manager, under terms of the county ordinance. 


He said it was hoped that proposals will come in so 
that the County Airport Committee can study the 
proposals when it meets July 31, and a selection can 
be made Aug. 6.

Military seizes power 
in Afghanistan 


NEW DELHI (U P I» —A military regime seized power in 
Afghanistan today and abolished the monarchy while King 
Mohammed Zahir Shah, 58, was vacationing in Europe Di­ 
plomatic reports reaching New Delhi said heavy fighting 
broke out in the capital city of Kabul. 
Radio Kabul, controlled by the new regime, proclaimed 
the Himalayan kingdom a republic and said all was 
peaceful. But diplomatic reports reaching New Delhi told 
of fighting at the royal palace and of w idespread arrests of 
officials and policemen loyal to the king. They said tanks 
were seen around strategic buildings in the capital. 
Former Prime Minister Sardar Mohammed Daud, the 
king's brother-in-law, said in a broadcast on behalf of what 
he called “ the military regime” that he and his colleagues 
acted to end the “ pseudoKlemoeraey" of Zahir Shah and 
establish a “ genuine democracy.” 
The king, who came to the throne as a 19-year-old school­ 
boy when his father was assassinated 40 years ago, was 
reported to be in Rome for medical treatment after a two- 
week vacation in England where he dined with the Queen 
mother. Queen Elizabeth 


“ It seems to me that Red Star has really not lived up to 
the spirit of the conditions under which the warehouse use 
permit was granted," Schwark summed up for the 
commission. “ They ought first of all to be required to stop 
polluting the ground and then be required to replace the dirt 
in that area.”

Nixon's tapes 
are 'presidential 
documents' 


Senate approves 
construction 
of pipeline 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
The 
Senate 
voted 
overwhelmingly today to give the green light for 
construction of the $3.5 billion trans-Alaskan oil pipeline. 
It passed and sent to the House a bill that would grant a 
right-of-way across public lands for the 789-mile pipeline 
from Alaska's Arctic Coast to the ice-free port of Valdez. 
A short time earlier, Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
broke a 49-49 tie and cast the deciding vote as the Senate 
voted to block further environmentalist court challenges to 
construction of the pipeline. 
Agnew s vote blocked further consideration of an earlier 
decision to declare that the pipeline met requirements of 
the National Environmental Policy Act of 1969. 
It was the first time that Agnew had voted to break a tie 
since taking office in 1969. 
The Gravel-Stevens amendment was intended to head off 
further court action by environmentalist groups that 
succeeded earlier in blocking the project. But the bill’s 
floor manager, Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wash., questioned 
whether the courts would pay any attention to a finding by 
Congress that the pipeline was in compliance with the law. 
“ It is my guess that the courts will still wish to make 
their own findings as to whether the environment impact 
statement is adequate or the other requirements of NEPA 
have been met,” Jackson said. 
Jackson said further that there might be “ more litigation 
and more delay” over the question of the legal effect of 
such a finding by Congress than there would be if legal 
action by the environmentalists were allowed to run its 
course. 


The Gravel-Stevens amendment, Jackson said, was 
“ very friendly to the pipeline opponents because it gave 
them additional grounds on which to sue. 
Jackson concluded by reminding his colleagues that they 
had already approved an amendment urging the courts to 
act speedily because of the “ national urgency” of the 
project.

detailed 
statement from J. Fred 
Buzhardt 
and

Watergate lawyers, would 
be issued in the near future 
and indicated it would deal 
with this matter. 
Garment and Buzhardt 


met with Nixon for 35 to 40 
minutes at Bethesda Naval 
hospital today to discuss the 
latest developments in the 
Watergate affair.

Veteran problems 


The 
Farm 
and 
Home 
Loan 
program, 
untier 
the 
Department of Veteran Affairs, is drawing increasing 
attention from legislators Initial complaints dealt with 
minor shortcomings which appeared to portend an attitude 
of greater concern over the adherence to conventional 
banking practices than the welfare ol the veterans. Rut 
larger m atters are now being scrutinized 
Assemblyman Mike Cullen, a retired naval captain who 
serves as chairman of the house committee on Economy 
and Cost Control, was the first to turn his guns on the 
program He is in the process of preparing his findings 
Cullen recently held hearings on the departm ent's 
decision to require flood and earthquake insurance on all 
properties He thought it unfair since many of the homes are 
not in areas endangered by such disasters He suggested 
the risks are minimal anyway and pointed out the 
legislature has authorized use of veteran lunds to cover 
such losses. 
Further, Cullen, 
an attorney, 
raised doubts about 
whether the proposed insurance contract does cover such 
losses in view of a deductible clause He also questioned the 
department's authority to require the insurance 
Meanwhile, Assemblyman New ton Russell, chairman ot 
the house Governmental Administration committee, has 
undertaken some inquiries of his own into the program 
Russell, also a WW II navy veteran, has an insurance 
background and it is assumed his efforts will be directed to 
a review of the entire insurance program Just recently the 
department advised all veterans of an increase in mortgage 
disability insurance premiums of nearly 33 1-3 per cent It 
also announced a cutback in coverage Those over 62 will no 
longer be insured 
The loans extend for as long as forty years so that many 
will be paying long after the age of 62 And the liklihood for 
physical disablement in the older veterans is greater than 
in their juniors. 
The cutback therefore seem inconsistent with the best 
interests of the veterans and with the basic purpose of the 
program which is to protect the veteran losing his home 
because of disability It is also contrary to normal practices 
of writing insurance to cover the period of a loan 
Russell’s interest in the program is not new found He 
was instrumental in extending the benefits to Vietnam 
veterans and has worked for other benefits for veterans 
His probing comes on top of a report just issued by 
Assemblyman Vincent Thomas, chairman of the joint 
legislative audit committee, which showed some shocking 
diversions of the veterans fund 
The fund is financed entirely by the veteran purchasers. 
This includes all administrative costs Surplus earnings 
were intended to be returned to the veterans either through 
interest rate reductions or other benefits 
But the Thomas committee found that costs unconnected 
with the loan program were being loaded on the fund 
Worse, he reported the fund has been systematically 
milked 
more than $500.000 annually for the past several 
years to finance the county service officer program, a 
general fund obligation 
Thomas also charged that “ there has been a curtailment 
in loans despite a large cash balance in the fund Because of 
this, veterans have been forced to either delay purchase or 
obtain loans from commercial sources ’’ 


Conscription in Cambodia 


PHNOM PENH (U PI) — The Cambodian government, 
under growing pressure from insurgent Communist forces, 
introduced conscription today for the first time since war 
erupted three years ago and overhauled its military 
machinery. 


Announcements said Cambodia also would establish a 
council of war and appoint a chief of staff to coordinate 
relations between the army and the government 


The draft will require all men between the ages of 18 and 
35 to serve in the arm y or carry’ a draft registration card 


The decision to introduce the draft came Monday during a 
meeting of the ruling High Political Council, which consists 
of President Lon Nol, Prim e Minister In Tam and members 
Sisowath Sink Matak and Cheng Heng 


Up to now, Cambodia has fought only w ith volunteers, but 
heavy casualties and desertions seriously depleted army 
units.

NEW YORK (U PI) —Johnny Bench, perhaps the most popular player in 
baseball today, led a parade of three Cincinnati Reds to the starting lineup 
of the National League All-Star team after a record 4,011,237 ballots were 
counted. 


Bench, who was named to the starting catcher position for the fifth 
straight year, garnered 1,738,557 votes, more than any other player in either 
league. 


Joining Bench from the Reds will be second baseman Joe Morgan and 
outfielder Pete Rose. 


Hank Aaron, hot on the trail of Babe Ruth’s career home run record, 
received the second highest vote in the majors with 1,362,447 to place him at 
first base in the NL’s starting lineup. Aaron has been selected to the starting 
All-Star squad nine straight years and 15 times throughout his brilliant 
career. 


The Chicago Cubs saw two of their players selected to the starting lineup: 
third baseman Ron Santo and outfielder Billy Williams. Williams, with 
889,559 votes, led a tight race for the second and third outfield spots behind 
Rose. Houston’s Cesar Cedeno drew the third outfield position with 860,575 
votes, narrowly defeating San Francisco’s Bobby Bonds, who had 855,344 
votes. 


Chris Speier of the Giants easily nailed down the shortstop position with 
930,353 votes, almost 400,000 more than his nearest competitor, Dave Con­ 
cepcion of the Reds. 


Opposing the NL squad at the 44th mid-summer classic at Kansas City’s 
new Royal Stadium July 24 will be an American League team dominated by 
sluggers-Dick Allen of Chicago, Reggie Jackson of Oakland, Bobby Murcer 
of New York, Carlton Fisk of Boston and Amos Otis of Kansas City. 


Allen, last year’s Most Valuable Player, was the top vote-getter 
(1,111,366) in the AL but may not be able to play due to a leg injury which 
has sidelined him for several weeks. If the White Sox slugger cannot play, 
the starting first base assignment probably would be given to runner-up 
John Mayberry of Kansas City. 


Rod Carew of Minnesota gained the second base starting assignment in a 
tight ballot battle with K.C.’s Cookie Rojas. Carew’s margin of victory was 
only 4,000. Brooks Robinson received 826,621 votes to earn a starting role at 
third base for the ninth time. Oakland's Bert Campaneris will be the AL’s 
starting shortstop.

Shiftless salmon 


by M . C. Cockshott 


Salmon fishing locally on the so-called spotty side, the 
fish are no doubt there, but not when the fishermen 
necessairly are! 
The tally of salmon taken by 83 private boats launched by 
Harbor Associates of Port San Luis for the last week was 
some 141 fish, a slight drop from the previous period. The 
eating habits of these salmon are not to be relied on. For 
instance, we had some friends from the south who landed 
with their boat complete with all necessary tackle. They 
then proceeded to get the best local advice as to where to 
troll. Having digested the information, they proceeded to 
take to the water at sunrise, and trolled until almost eleven 
a.m. with never a strike, so they decided to go for a mess of 
rock fish, which they got. 
On arriving at the dock, they found that most of the 
morning s fishermen all had salmon and discovered the fish 
did not make a single showing until shortly after eleven 
o’clock, when they had given up in disgust and gone rock 
codding! 
Another example of the shiftlessness of the salmon was 
when a party boat skipper had a hot tip that fish were in a 
certain spot and hot-footed it for that spot only to find the 
fish had departed. He never got a strike. Never trust a 
salmon. 
Bottom fishing is still very good, and San Luis Sports 
Fishing is working the Point Sal and Purisima areas as 
long as the weather is congenial. But when the white caps 
show up, they try — and with moderate success — the 
Seven Mile Reef and spots nearer home. 
The party boat A. B.C. had very good luck with salmon 
last week, with fish up to twenty live pounds being taken. 
Among local anglers who took salmon were Donnie and 
Bobbie Silva of Lompoc, with an eleven and a twenty five 
pounder in their take. Bob McKinnon of North Hollywood 
registed two nice fish going fifteen and eighteen pounds. 
We were appraised of the fact that rock crabbers were 
finding a different breed of crab in their nets, and on 
checking with Skip Sato, who apparently has crab “ know 
how” , these are Dungeness crabs that have suddenly shown 
up in comparatively shallow water. They are lighter in 
color and have a thin shell with small spots. It is illegal to 
possess these at this time and there is a size limit. Open 
season is from the second Tuesday in November through 
June 30. Also, a person taking these crustaceans must be in 
possession of an implement to accurately measure them. 
However, for the general run of rock crabs, there is no 
closed season, bag limits or minimum sizes, but watch for 
the so called market crab! 
In the Ventura-Hueneme area, both surface and bottom 
fishing is good, with calico and sand bass still the 
predominate catch. 
Off shore around the islands some yellow tail are being 
taken, also large mackeral and the odd barracuda. 
Warming water should soon show a run of the so called 
warm water fish. 
Cachuma Lake reports that trout fishing fair, especially 
trolling. A few fish are being taken on bait bank fishing, but 
water is warming up and trout are hitting for the cool deep 
water. 
Fishing on the slow side in Lopez Lake: here again, heavy 
angling pressure combined with warming water has sent 
the trout deep. They are there, and might be taken in the 
deep water near the dam. We took one last week that was so 
fat it was almost round and filled with small fish, so the 
trout are no-doubt filling up on fresh fish from the lake 
bottom. Let us hope they develop a taste for small goldfish 
and carp.

BOLT TELLS HOW TO 
MAKE DOWNSLOPE 
CHIP SHOT 


Here’s a tip on playing the 
downslope chip shot from 
just off the green from mas­ 
ter golfer Tommy Bolt 
“ If the green slopes gently 
away from you, use a less 
lofted club like a 5-iron; if 
the slope is severe, use a 
more lofted club to reduce 
the ball’s roll. Essentially, 
the shot should be played 
just like a putt. You’re usu­ 
ally in this situation because 
you missed the green, so 
think of this as your first 
putt. You want to get close 
to the hole to save a stroke 
“ Don’t get anxious or over- 
eager. The shot looks easier 
than it is and there’s a tend­ 
ency to look up to watch the 
ball roll into the cup—which 
will surely keep it from do­ 
ing so. Just keep your head 
steady and stroke the shot 
like a putt,” Bolt advises.

At the conclusion of the 
backswing, the shoulders 
have pivoted so that the top 
of the body faces the alley 
line and the racket is pointing 
to the rear fence Both feet 
are pointing to the alley but 
no step has been taken yet.

More drugs 


A professor at the University of 
California charged last week almost 
parenthetically that 10,000 deaths 
from malaria in Ceylon in 1968 can 
be attributed to the late Rachel 
Carson, whose book “ The Silent 
Spring” brought on the crisis of 
ecology, to be distinguished from 
the ecology crisis. The latter is what 
we all know about. The former is 
what happens when one’s concerns 
for the ecology become fanatical. 
When this happens, for instance, you 
find yourself saying that is is better 
to prohibit the use of DDT, because 
the chemical fallout may poison our 
grandchildren’s clams, than to kill 
the 
mosquitoes who may give 
malaria 
to our grandchildren’s 
grandparents like tomorrow. The 
need for balance in the ecological 
wars is very great. 
As also in the 
related 
world 
of 
drugs. We are, one 
gathers, very soon 
to hear that the big 
scare of a few years 
ago 
about 
cyclamates 
was 
exaggereated. 
It 
isn’t known — or, 
more accurately, I 
do 
not 
know 
— 
whether this means 
that 
fu rther 
research 
has 
discredited 
the 
research that 
discredited cyclamates. Or whether 
a balanced application of the cost- 
benefit ratio, as the scientists call 
it, establishes that whereas for 
everyone who drinks 50 cyclamated 
Tabs per day and runs the risk of 
contracting cancer, there are 10,000 
who take less than 50 cyclamated 
drinks per day who are scheduled to 
die from whatever 
it is that 
avoirdupois does to you, which 
might not have happened if you 
drank Tabs rather than Cokes. 
Professor Stephen de Felice wrote 
last year a book called “ Drug 
Discovery — The Pending Crisis 
iMedcom 
Press), 
in which 
records 
his 
dismay 
over 
paralysis 
in 
drug 
development 
caused largely by the Kefauver- 
Harris Bill that came in ten years 
ago after the thalidomide crisis. It 
was then that a few deformed 
children were born, as the result of 
the use of that drug. What followed, 
Dr de Felice says, in his writings 
and speeches, was something akin to 
hysteria Moreover, the intellectual 
basis of the laws that transormed 
the Federal Drug Administration 
into an agency for suppressing 
scientific discovery, is incoherent. 
Much more is known about the 
deleterious effects of alcohol, say, 
or tobacco, than was ever suspected 
about cyclamates "The effort now 
required 
to 
evaluate 
a 
new 
investigational drug in man would 
eliminate the Pasteurs, Jenners, 
Ehrlichs, and Domagks from our 


drug discovery system,” says Dr.de 
Felice, pointing out that for all the 
explosions in drug discovery during 
the forties and fifties, which should 
have 
resulted 
in 
exponential 
progress during the sixties, very 
little of radical therapeutic nature 
was in fact discovered during the 
sixties. 
Professor 
Milton 
Friedman 
recently called attention to a cost 
analysis of the FDA’s program done 
by Professor Sam Peltzman of 
UCLA, 
in which 
the professor 
attempted by ingenious means to 
put a dollar value on the net result of 
the 
harsh 
anti-innovative 
legislation. He began by conceding 
all over the place that the human 
tragedy of a deformed child cannot 
be measured in dollar terms. But it 
can be measured in terms of a child 
who was scheduled to die an awful 
death, but was cured by drugs. 


It is his assumption — which by 
the way Dr. de Felice challenges as 
being too optimistic — that the FDA 
cannot stop progress for very long, 
that brilliant new drugs will flow in 
from other quarters of the world. 
But he insists that there is at least a 
two year time lag directly traceable 
to the FDA’s fanaticism. 
Summarizing 
his 
findings, 
Friedman 
writes, 
“ Peltzman 


estimates 
that 
postponing 
the 
introduction (of tuberculosis drugs) 
two years would have meant about 
45,000 
additional 
deaths 
from 
tuberculosis, and twice that number 
in 
additional 
persons 
with 
tuberculosis out of a much smaller 
population than today’s.” And then 
one of those unexpected, lugubrious 
developments one tends not to 
notice. The drug industry, one would 
think, would become a fierce lobby 
for 
experimentation, 
and 
the 
development of new, profitable 
drugs. It isn’t. The reason: the 
FDA’s 
stodginess, 
impartially 
applied, 
discourages 
the 
competition equally. 
Under the 
circumstances, the drug makers can 
plod along, primarily as producing 
companies, working old formulae. 
Presumably they will awaken when 
a foreign scientific firm comes in 
with a patented drug that captures 
the market. 
Mr. Friedman permits himself, as 
is his mode, to consider the wisdom 
of abolishing the FDA. But he 
believes absolutely in the wisdom of 
repealing the 1962 amendment to the 
Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act, as 
should everyone who is scheduled to 
suffer or die from some disease or 
other whose abatement is as yet 
undiscovered, and that means, for 
the sake of caution, everyone.

Retirement pay 


While the legislature has been 
most generous in making provisions 
for the retirement of its own 
members, it has been giving the 
retired state workers the short end 
of the stick. 
Legislative retirement grants 75 
percent pay for those with 20 years 
service. After the program was 
started, amendments were made to 
extend benefits to those who had left 
the legislature prior to the program. 
And benefits have been aajusted at 
various time for those who retired 
at salaries less than is now paid 
But the legislature has turned 
down 
requests 
of 
the 
State 
Employes Association to extend 
current 
retirement benefits for 
state workers to those who retired 
before the most recent change in the 
program. 
The latest measure to fall by the 
wayside proposed to adjust benefits 
for those who retired prior to a 1971 
change in the formula. At that time 
the program was changed from a 1- 
60th to a l-50th schedule. While the 
factors 
involved 
in 
computing 
benefits are somewhat complicated, 
the change means basically that 
where it took 30 years service an age 
60 to receive half pay, one now gets 
the same benefit at age 60 with only 
25 years. 
To 
adjust 
this 
inequity 
the 
employe group had proposed a 15 
percent across the board increase to 
all who retired prior to 1971. The bill 
failed 
to 
get 
Senate 
Finance 
approval but the Association is 
hopeful of amending some other bill. 
The unfairness stems from the 
fact that anyone retiring after the 
new provisions gets the benefits 
even though they contributed little 
or nothing to the new formula. One 
who retired the day before the law 


took effect gets the old benefits 
while one retiring the next day 
reaps 
the 
new 
Both 
made 
contributions at the same rate 
State employe retirement initially 
was practically on a pay as you go 
basis. Employe contributions were 
matched by the state. The earnings 
of the fund were limited being 
deposited at simple interest 
But 
a 
revision 
of 
the 
law 
permitted the funds to be invested in 
securities and stocks Since then the 
fund has grown and now is over $5 
billion. 
It is the contention of many that 
these capital gains were made with 
the 
money deducted 
from 
the 
employes, thereby depriving them 
of the opportunity to make their own 
investments. 
They 
argue 
they 
should now share in the profits made 
with their money. They point to the 
fact that the fund now exceeds the 
resources of most of the lending 
intitutions in the state and ask how 
big should the fund be allowed to 
grow 
before 
earnings 
are 
distributed to those whose money 
was used for the investments. 
For many years the philosophy 
regarding retirees was that there 
would be no adjustments since they 
had “ made their bargain ”. 


But with inflation, there was a 
change in attitude and, starting 
about 
1955, 
cost 
of 
living 
adjustments were instituted for 
state retired It is now a prevailing 
practice in most public employment 
and in some areas of private 
industry. The federal government 
has 
made adjustments for 
its 
employes, railroad workers, and 
even social security. 
However, 
the 
cost of 
living 
increases granted by the state to the

Months ago Long offered the 
services of the district staff to help 
cities and counties solve their soil 
problems. It would appear that he 


has gone a long way to break down 
the old 
concept 
that 
the soil 
conservationists and their expertise 
were benefiting only the farmer or 
the rancher. 
Readers may recall that Long 
spearheaded the development of an 
outdoor classroom at La Mesa 
School as part of his program to 
make his knowledge on soil readily 
available to the populace. 
Here is a comment he made for 
homeowners: 
“Concentrated 
running water causes most of the 
severe erosion on residential lots. 
The first concern is to control the 
abnormal runoff from buildings, 
paving and compacted earth and 
guide it to a safe disposal outside 
your boundaries. This is especially 
true before you build a sidewalk or 
flower garden across the natural 
water course You can keep running 
water from cutting up your grounds 
by (a) keeping it spread out and 
moving slowly enough that it does 
not scour the soil; (bi diverting it 
away from areas it could damage, 
or (c) making it flow on erosion- 
resistant surfaces, like dense sod or 
concrete.” 
This is only a sample and doesn’t 
do Long’s presentation justice, but it 
should 
serve 
to 
introduce 
the 
subject. 
1 
was 
particularly 
impressed with the last paragraph 
of one statement of principle by 
Long: “ Active attention to the care 
of your own plot of ground, no 
matter how small, may help to 
refresh your partnership with the 
nation’s farmers and ranchers as 
stewards of the land ” 
That’s the kind of statement that 
makes you want to walk out in the 
yard at night and feel the soil 
underfoot 


retired has lagged woefully behind 
actual cost of living indexes At 
present the retired are receiving 
only 2 percent annually.
